Report  of  the  Execuli^'e  Commiitee 

IN  THE  EMERGENCY  brouglit  about  by  the  ilhiess  of  Dr.  Earl  Douglas,  our 
Executive  Secretary,  in  September,  the  Board  of  Directors  appointed 
an  Executive  Committee  to  assume  his  responsibilities  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Society's  program  until  he  is  well  again.  Miss  Lillian 
Moeschler,  Associate  to  the  Executive  Secretary,  S.  Carlisle  Crosby, 
Treasurer,  and  Charles  Styron,  President  of  the  Society,  constitute  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  illness  of  Dr.  Douglas  has  been  a  sorrowful  experience  for  all  of 
us  who  know  and  have  worked  with  him.  Our  sympathies  go  out  to  him 
and  his  .family  and  our  prayers  go  up  for  the  speedy  return  of  his  health. 

The  intent  of  the  Executive  Committee  has  been,  and  continues  to 
be,  the  maintenance  of  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  the  Society  as 
a  servant  of  the  Congregational  Churches  to  human  beings  made  in  the 
image  of  God  who  are  in  need  or  in  distress  either  materially  or  spiritually. 
The  high  standard  of  a  truly  effective  ministry  to  people,  voiced  so  in- 
sistently by  Dr.  Douglas,  has  been  our  guide.  Continuing  progress  in  this 
direction  can  be  demonstrated  in  the  present  work  of  the  Society.  As 
the  following  reports  on  the  various  aspects  of  the  program  indicate,  we 
are  not  retreating  in  any  department  of  our  work.  Although  the  program 
is  not  expanding  at  the  moment,  we  are  attempting  to  improve  the  quality 
of  what  is  being  done;  continual  improvement  is  the  mark  of  any  organiza- 
tion that  is  alive  and  conscious  that  its  purpose  inevitably  outruns  its 
resources. 

We  are  troubled  by  the  drain  upon  our  invested  fimds  that  a  continu- 
ing annual  deficit  forces  upon  us.  We  purpose,  insofar  as  we  are  able 
without  injurious  curtailment  of  our  services,  to  make  every  dollar  spent 
give  us  the  maximum  return  in  terms  of  our  ministry  (the  reduction  of 
the  prospective  deficit  in  the  1958-59  budget  as  compared  to  the  actual 
deficit  of  1957-58  is  a  practical  demonstration  of  this).  We  also  have  the 
intention,  and  the  program  in  process,  to  increase  our  income  from  living 
people  and  from  the  churches  by  acquainting  them  more  and  more  with 
the  significance  and  importance  of  our  varied  ministries  to  the  people  of 
the  inner  city  (Arthur  Ferguson  of  our  staff  is  already  serving  us  well  in 
this  educational  task,  and  the  practical  fruits  will  be  increasingly  evident 
in  the  future).  By  economy  within  the  Society  and  by  increased  con- 
tributions to  the  Society  a  balanced  budget  can  be  achieved  within  the 
foreseeable  future. 

The  emergency  in  which  the  City  Missionary  Society  finds  itself  has 
placed  a  heavy  responsibility  upon  the  Executive  Committee.  Increased 
demands  upon  our  time  and  energies  have  been  rewarded  by  the  satisfaction 
of  seeing  the  Society's  part  in  Christ's  ministry  to  human  need  continue 
unabated  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Executive  Committee 
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Tlie  missionary  In  A  Dual  Relationship 

The  dual  role  of  a  City  Missionary  is  unique.  She  is  employed  and 
supervised  by  the  City  Missionary  Society.  She  is  assigned  to  and  works 
out  of  a  church,  usually  Congregational,  in  a  Health  and  Welfare  area  of 
Political  Boston. 

She  works  in  cooperation  with  the  minister  and  Board  of  Deacons  and 
Deaconesses  or  Calling  Committee  visiting  and  ministering  to  parishioners 
who  have  need  of  her  special  skills  as  a  religious  social  worker.  Her  work 
is  not  confined  to  constituents  of  the  church,  but  she  extends  the  Christian 
concern  and  ministry  of  the  church  to  those  who  have  particular  needs. 
Therefore,  she  is  an  outreach  of  the  church  in  the  community. 

As  a  church  representative  she  finds  a  quicker  and  more  friendly 
welcome  awaiting  her.  As  the  representative  of  the  Society  she  is  able  to 
draw  upon  its  resources  and  those  of  other  agencies  as  she  seeks  to  minister 
to  the  spiritual  and  material  needs  of  her  families. 

The  emphasis  of  her  work  may  vary  in  different  communities  but  it 
includes: 

Calling  upon  the  aged,  shut-ins  and  institutionalized  Protestants  in 
her  area,  bringing  them  cheer,  friendliness,  contact  with  the  outside 
world  and  Christian  witness. 

Serving  individuals  and  families  through: 

Counselling  or  securing  counselling  service 

Temporary  assistance 

Job  placement 

Assisting  in  securing  more  adequate  housing 

Rehabilitation  planning 

Deepening  the  spiritual  life 

Seeking  the  unchurched  and  relating  them  to  a  church 

Trying  to  get  individuals  and  families  out  of  the  city  for  part  of  a  summer. 

In  brief,  the  City  Missionary,  as  a  trained  Christian  social  worker, 
renders  a  specialized  service  in  the  community  that  others  may  not  be 
able  to  do. 

As  the  employer  the  City  Missionary  Society  pays  the  salary  and  all 
expenses  involved  with  the  missionary's  work,  and  provides  other  benefits. 
The  church  provides  an  office,  use  of  the  church  telephone,  and  a  locked 
cupboard  so  that  emergency  supplies  are  easily  accessible.  The  church 
contributes  its  "Fair  Share"  to  the  ongoing  work  of  the  Society  as  well  as 
supplementing  with  available  money  and  materials  as  the  opportunities

BRIGHTON  —  CHURCH  No.  2 


Fourteen  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  Citv  Missionary  Society 
have  been  given  by  MRS.  HARRIETT"  ELLIOTT,  now  in 
Bi'ighton  representing  the  Society  and  the  Evangelical  Congre- 
gational Church  there.  It  is  interesting  that  in  addition  to  the 
usual  work  of  calling  on  the  aged  and  families  to  assist  them  in 
countless  ways,  she  has  cases  referred  to  her  by  the  Probation 
Officer  of  the  Brighton  District  Court,  including  "work  with 
families  being  evicted  or  up  for  non-payment  of  rent,  beatings, 
alcoholism,  juvenile  misbehavior,  and  the  placing  of  youth  in 
schools."  (One  of  these  latter  was  placed  in  her  custody  by  the 
Judge  during  the  Thanksgiving  holiday. ) 

There  are  many  situations  in  which  Mrs.  Elliott's  counsel  proved 
timely.  She  persuaded  a  mother,  for  instance,  to  let  her  little  son  go  to  the  hospital  for 
treatmen-t  of  rheumatic  fever.  The  boy  is  well  and  in  High  School  today  because  this 
was  done.  The  missionary,  this  illustrates,  can  often  achieve  what  seems  impossible. 
Her  ministry,  too,  is  wider  than  the  parish  from  which  she  works.  She  often  finds  Pro- 
testants without  a  present  chuich  relationship  whom  she  refers  to  ministers  of  their 
denomination. 

BOSTON  —  CHURCH  No.  4 

MISS  HELEN  HSU,  in  her  ministry  to  the  Chinese,  does  a  unique 
work,  since  many  of  these  people  are  handicapped  by  the  language 
difficulty,  e.specially  the  older  ones,  and  she  is  able  to  help  in 
innumerable  ways,  preparing  Chinese  for  citizenship;  interpreting 
for  patients,  doctors  and  .social  workers  in  hospitals;  teaching, 
visiting,  arranging  for  transportation  of  patients  to  hospitals  and 
clinics ;  aiding  clients  to  receive  disability  allowance,  social  seciu'ity 
or  other  available  forms  of  relief.  Her  Christian  witness  in  the 
community  is  of  great  value  to  the  church  and  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 

BACK  BAY  —  CHURCH  No.  6 

MRS.  LUCY  BATSTONE  works  out  of  the  Mount  Vernon 
Church,  in  a  community  where  there  are  a  great  many  aged  and 
lonely  people,  most  of  whom  live  in  single  rooms.  Her  visits 
bring  them  the  reminder  that  there  exists  real  and  active  concern 
for  them,  as  is  demonstrated  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmastime 
and  throughout  the  year.  Mrs.  Batstone  does  the  social  case  work 
for  the  South  End  families  referred  to  the  City  Missionary  Society 
b}'- other  agencies  or  ministers. 

DORCHESTER  —  CHURCH  No.  11 

The  many  services  to  the  aged  and  those  confined  to  their  homes 
or  rooms  include  shopping,  and  MRS.  RUTH  FICKS  of  the 
Dorchester  North  area  finds  this  helpful  to  a  number  of  her 
clients.  This  is  a  district  with  a  shifting  population,  many 
families  moving  to  the  suburbs  and  consequent  deterioration  of 
property.  The  missionary  does  a  great  deal  of  referral  work,  as 
well  as  assisting  the  work  of  the  church  school  to  which  she  is 
attached.  But  the  heart  of  her  work  is  expressed  in  her  own 
words,  "We  try  to  bring  help  to  the  needy,  hope,  love  and  kind- 
ness to  the  disheartened  and  lonely,  and  remember  always  that 
we  are  exemplars  of  Jesus  Christ." 
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DORCHESTER  —  CHURCH  No.  12 

MISS  MAE  DURKEE  lists  among  other  phases  of  her  service 
"the  family  budget,  debts,  child  guidance,  and  many  health 
questions."  She  works  in  and  fi-om  the  Second  Church  in  Dor- 
chester, whose  parish  is  large  and  has  a  variety  of  needs.  A 
major  part  of  her  time  is  spent  on  case  work,  "calling  on  parents 
whose  problems  seem  too  much  for  them  to  cope  with  alone,  and 
locating  the  right  community  resource  for  aid." 

Miss  Durkee  makes  trips  with  elderly  people  who  need  trans- 
portation to  the  doctor,  or  to  church,  or  just  to  visit  a  friend, 
occasionally  shopping,  and  sometimes  helping  to  find  a  place  to 
live.  She  says  of  all  her  tasks,  "The  best  part  of  all  is  being  able 
to  convey  to  each  person  some  thought  and  feeling  of  the  Heavenly 
Father's  care  for  each  one." 


JAMAICA  PLAIN  —  CHURCH  No.  18 

There  are  two  housing  projects  in  the  area  of  the  Boylston  Con- 
gregational Church  where  MISS  ANN  McCONNELL  serves, 
Bromley  Park  and  Heath  Street.  The  problems  of  families  in 
these  large  housing  facilities  are  manifold  and  varied.  Miss 
McConnell  visits  aged  and  shut-in,  and  arranges  transportation 
for  people  to  hospital  out-patient  departments.  She  also  makes 
calls  in  the  hospitals,  nuising  homes  and  homes  for  the  aged.  As 
do  all  our  missionaries,  she  counsels  families  in  regard  to  proper 
food  and  budgeting  to  meet  the  family  income. 

Frequently  Miss  McConnell  advises  her  clients  to  seek  spir- 
itual help  through  their  pastoi-s,  and  to  establish  a  relationship 
with  the  church  of  their  choice  in  the  community. 


JAMAICA  PLAIN  —  CHURCH  No.  19 

MR.  DONALD  HOLMAN'S  field  is  Jamaica  Plain,  one  of  the 
strongholds  of  Protestantism  in  the  inner  city.  The  City  Mis- 
sionary Society  has  so  divided  this  district  that  two  missionaries 
serve  it.  Mr.  Holman  works  out  of  the  Central  Church.  He 
feels  that  the  city  churches  are  awakening  more  and  more  to  the 
social  needs  of  their  respective  communities,  and  is  gratified  to 
be  a  part  of  this  awareness.  He  reminds  us,  "One  person  cannot 
do  this  alone.  It  must  be  a  community  effort  with  every  person 
facing  his  responsibility  before  God  and  his  fellow  man." 

ROXBURY  —  CHURCH  No.  22 

"Almost  every  imaginable  type  of  problem,"  says  MRS. 
BEATRICE  NELSON,  "arises  in  my  work  in  Roxbury.  In  my 
dual  capacity  as  City  Missionary  and  Church  Visitor,"  she  adds, 
"my  time  is  about  equally  divided  between  serving  needs  of 
people  within  Eliot  Church,  its  parish  and  church  school  and  of 
others  (many  of  whom  are  leferred  by  social  agencies),  who  are 
either  unchurched  or  have  no  vital  relationship  to  the  denomina- 
tion to  which  they  claim  to  be  associated."  Last  spring  a  sewing 
group  of  women  was  organized  through  her  efToits,  and  many 
garments  were  made  for  her  and  other  missionaries  to  distribute. 
Roxbury  is  a  changing  communitj'.  Population  in  this  area  has 
undergone  great  alteration,  with  large  numbers  of  white  people 
moving  out  and  an  influx  of  Negroes  to  the  homes  left  unoccupied,  which  increases 
the  importance  of  her  work  in  this  community. 


ROXBURY  —  CHURCH  No.  23 

Lower  Roxbury  and  the  Parker  Hill  area  constitute  the  field  of 
MISS  MARION  FOWLER.  This  is  a  district  with  poor  housing 
and  several  public  housing  projects,  notably  Whittier  Street  and 
Lenox  Street.  The  residents  are  largely  Negro  and  Protestant, 
many  of  them  belonging  to  small  mission  churches.  Families 
which  Miss  Fowler  visits  find  the  canned  food  and  the  clothing 
given  them  by  the  City  Missionary  Society  a  great  help  in  caring 
for  their  needs.  She  has  calls  from  the  Visiting  Nurse,  the 
Children's  Hospital  social  workers  and  other  social  workers  for 
help  with  the  social  problems  of  Protestant  families  in  this  area. 
Highland  Congregational  Church,  to  which  Miss  Fowler  is 
connected  offers  a  wide  variety  of  programs  for  the  social  and 
spiritual  help  of  the  community  and  she  spends  much  time  encouraging  people  to  avail 
themselves  of  these  activities  and  to  find  the  help  that  the  church  can  give  them.  She 
says,  "Every  day  in  the  life  of  a  missionary  is  full  of  requests  for  help,  spoken  and 
unspoken.    A  missionary  never  runs  out  of  opportunities  to  serve  people." 


SOUTH  BOSTON  —  CHURCH  No.  25 

The  versatility  of  our  missionaries  is  reflected  in  the  work  of 
MISS  HELENA  HANSON.  She  is  a  missionary  at  large  in  the 
South  Boston  area,  serving  Phillips  Congregational  Church  and 
Fourth  Presbyterian  Church.  As  a  Girl  Scout  committee  member 
she  was  chairman  of  the  day  camp  on  Thompson's  Island  in 
August  of  this  past  summer.  Membership  on  the  program 
committee  of  an  effective  neighborhood  council  puts  her  into 
touch  with  other  agencies  co-operating  in  the  district. 

Miss  Hanson  has  recently  arranged  trips  for  Pilgrim  Fellow- 
ship groups  interested  in  social  action.  They  wanted  to  see  how 
the  church  and  other  agencies  work  together  to  strengthen  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  city.  Needless  to  say.  Miss  Hanson  answers 
the  varied  and  numerous  calls  for  help  on  the  part  of  families  and 
appeal  to  her. 
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'BEST  HELP  AND  GUIDANCE" 


The  best  real  help  and  guidance  we  can  give  to  an  individual 
is  not  to  assume  his  misfortune,  but  to  bring  out  his  highest 
efforts;  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  carry  his  misfortune.  We  must 
help  show  him  the  way. 


Housing  Projects 


Of  the  26  housing  projects  in  the  city  of  Boston  our  missionaries  serve  families  in  17. 
Since  these  are  low-income  projects  those  living  in  them  are  usually  multi-problem 
families  requiring  much  time  and  service  from  the  missionary.  To  ease  the  heavy  case 
loads  of  Miss  Fowler  and  Mrs.  Ficks  this  fall  an  adjustment  was  made  whereby  the 
families  living  in  projects  in  their  areas  were  assigned  to  Mi-s.  Bonfanti  and  Miss  Bentley 
respectively. 

The  regular  religious  surveying  continues. 

MISS  LOIS  RIDEOUT.  Knowing  how  easy  it  is  to  lose  church 
affiliation  when  moving  frequently  Mr.  Douglas  saw  the  impor- 
tance in  195.3  of  having  a  missionaiy  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  finding  the  newcomers  and  unchurched  in  the  projects 
and  giving  those  names  to  local  ministers  for  follow-up.  Miss 
Lois  Rideout  was  employed  to  do  this  phase  of  the  work.  She 
continues  to  devote  a  portion  of  her  time  to  that  and,  in  addition, 
handles  all  applications  for  housing  for  all  the  missionaries.  This 
past  year  she  was  successful  in  securing  apartments  for  25  families. 
She  receives  numerous  referrals  from  managers  and  housing 
project  social  workers  when  they  feel  that  our  agency  can  render 
special  service.  Also,  she  does  the  case  work  on  referrals  in 
districts  not  covered  by  other  missionaries. 

MRS.  ROSARIO  G.  CARLES  is  the  newest  member  of  the  staff. 
Since  October  1958  she  has  been  doing  surveying  in  two  of  the 
projects  in  the  Roxbury  Crossing  ai'ea.  Let  Mrs.  Carles  tell  you 
of  one  of  her  experiences:  "What  a  heartbreaking  experience  it 
was  to  knock  at  a  door  of  a  fourth  floor  apartment  and  be  greeted 
by  a  woman  in  her  twenties  but  who  looked  to  be  in  her  forties. 
There  were  five  children  ranging  in  age  from  one  to  six  years, 
undernourished  and  inadequately  clothed.  When  I  told  her  I 
was  conducting  a  religious  survey  she  gave  me  a  fearful  and 
defiant  look  and  snarled,  'What  do  you  want?  Everybody  comes 
to  aks  me  something  but  nobody  offers  me  any  help.'  Silently 
I  asked  God  for  guidance.  I  was  able  to  gain  her  confidence  and 
learned  that  she  was  a  Protestant  but  did  not  belong  to  any  church.  "I  feel  in  my 
heart  that  I  need  something,"  she  said,  and  invited  me  in  offering  me  the  best  chair, 
and  it  was  falling  apart.  After  I  answered  her  questions  about  spiritual  things  I  asked 
her  to  join  me  in  prayer.  I  wish  you  could  have  seen  the  glow  on  her  face!  "You 
know,"  she  said,  "you  are  different  from  others  who  have  come  here  because  you  are 
offering  me  a  way  to  happiness." 

MRS.  CHARLOTTE  BONFANTI.  When  Mrs.  Bonfanti  joined 
the  staff  in  April  1958  she  began  doing  house  surveying,  but  this 
fall  she  was  given  as  her  case  load  all  families  living  in  the  five 
housing  projects  of  the  Roxbury  Crossing  area.  As  noted  above, 
this  was  to  reduce  an  extremely  heavy  case  load  of  Miss  Fowler's. 
"Many  of  my  families  are  what  are  known  as  'multi-problem'  or 
'hard-to-reach  families.'  The  greatest  service  to  them  (and  the 
extent  of  our  success  with  them)  will  be  in  helping  them  to  utilize 
other  available  agencies.  Many  of  these  families  need  much 
moral  support,  encouragement  and  a  supportive  atmosphere.  A 
church  has  much  to  give  along  this  line.  Part  of  my  work  is  to 
make  the  bond  between  the  church  and  the  family  closer.     To 

do  this  I  make  myself  and  the  City  Missionary  Society  known  to  the  ministers  in  the 

area  and  make  the  church  program  known  to  the  family." 
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MISS  EVELYN  BENTLEY  joined  the  field  staff  in  September. 
She  has  her  Master's  in  Social  Science  from  Boston  University 
and  is  a  second-year  student  at  Andover  Newton  Theological 
School.  She  spends  two  days  a  week  working  in  the  Columbia 
Point  Housing  Project.  In  April,  1957,  there  were  1,504  families 
in  this  project  with  a  population  of  8,020.  Of  this  number  3,532 
are  children  and  youth  under  20  years  of  age.  "Low  income  is 
one  all-pervading  problem  that  all  the  families  in  the  project, 
including  my  43,  have  to  cope  with.  In  1957,  600  of  these  families 
were  receiving  some  sort  of  public  welfare.  .  .  .  These  extreme 
financial  pressures  tend  to  aggravate  whatever  other  difficulties 
the  family  may  be  experiencing.  Counseling  families  with 
difficulties  such  as  marital  conflict,  child  behavior  problems,  delinquent  teen-agers, 
disabled  spouses  or  children,  mental  and  physical  illness  and  social  adjustment  problems 
takes  up-most  of  my  time.  In  recent  weeks  I  have  helped  to  set  up  Released-Time  Reli- 
gious Education  classes  for  4th  grade  pupils  who  meet  in  project  homes.  Also  there  is  a 
weekly  Bible  class  for  mothers  led  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  O.  Vvilson  of  the  Hancock 
Church  in  Lexington.  I  have  helped  recruit  mothers  for  this.  I  shall  be  visiting  families 
of  children  who  avail  themselves  of  the  bus  service  so  as  to  attend  the  Pilgrim  Con- 
gregational Church  in  Dorchester.  The  problems  are  knotty,  and  sometimes  impossible 
to  solve.    The  rewards  are  great  both  to  the  families  and  to  the  missionary." 


VOLUNTEER  MISSIONARIES 

MISS  MARY  HYDE,  a  former  missionary  in  Charlestown  is  doing  volunteer  calling 
in  that  district  now.  She  is  a  well-known  and  dearly  beloved  person  who  is  too 
interested  and  active  to  retire.  She  is  rendering  a  much  needed  service  to  the  church 
and  minister. 

Starting  about  Thanksgiving  time,  another  volunteer,  MRS.  FRANK  L.  FLOOD,  is 
giving  one  day  a  week  to  case  work  families  in  Charlestown.  Mrs.  Flood  is  a  member 
of  the  Needham  Congregational  Church. 

MISS  ESTHER  GOODALE,  a  member  of  First  Congregational  Church,  Reading, 
continues  to  do  volunteer  missionary  service  one  day  a  week  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  area. 
She  calls  upon  many  in  nursing  homes  and  the  Home  for  Aged  Women  in  that  area, 
thus  relieving  the  missionary  of  some  of  this  work. 

To  each  of  these  devoted  women  we  pay  our  tribute  for  their  consecrated  service 
to  the  Society.

In  the  twelfth  chapter  of  First  Corin- 
thians Paul  was  speaking  of  spiritual 
gifts  and  he  said,  "Now  there  are 
varieties  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit; 
and  there  are  varieties  of  service,  but 
the  same  Lord ;  and  there  are  varieties 
of  working  but  it  is  the  same  God  who 
inspires  them  all  in  everyone."  This 
same  statement  applies  to  the  Chris- 
tian volunteers  who  contribute  their 
time  and  skills  on  behalf  of  their 
neighbors  in  Boston  through  the 
Voluntarism  program  of  the  Society. 
They  share  their  Christian  love  and 
faith  with  others  by  giving  some  real 
and  concrete  assistance  or  service. 

The  292  volunteers  from  seventy-seven  churches  provided  many  and 
diverse  services  during  the  year.  Some  gave  a  pint  of  blood  or  participated 
in  work  projects  at  our  camps  or  helped  to  handle,  sort  and  store  the  gifts 
which  come  to  us  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  Others  sewed  or  knitted 
clothing,  typed  letters,  or  supplied  transportation  for  individuals  or  for 
the  moving  of  furniture.  Still  others  visited  those  in  rest  homes,  hospitals 
or  prison,  lead  a  Bible  study  group,  or  wrote  letters  to  shut-ins.  Still 
others  gave  programs  in  homes  for  the  aged  or  for  those  in  prison.  This 
shows  the  many  and  varied  tasks  carried  on  by  our  volunteers. 

Again  our  work  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the  individuals  and  sewing 
groups  in  68  churches.  The  addition  of  a  larger  number  of  churches  is 
primarily  due  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Friendly  Service  Work  of  the 
women  of  the  Massachusetts  Fellowship  of  Congregational  Christian 
Women.  During  the  year  we  received  216  dresses,  225  sweaters,  160  pairs 
of  mittens,  375  pairs  of  pajamas,  and  a  very  large  amount  of  infant  clothing. 
Our  missionaries  are  delighted  to  have  these  available  when  a  need  arises. 

In  Boston  there  are  many  elderly  folk  living  in  rooms,  small  apart- 
ments, nursing  homes,  or  homes  for  the  aged.  These  people  need  a  friend. 
Two  volunteers  have  given  a  day  each  week  to  calling  on  these  people. 
Thirteen  men  and  women  from  the  Hancock  Church  in  Lexington  have 
called  regularly  on  57  men  and  women  in  nursing  homes  in  Dorchester. 
Other  shut-ins  in  Boston  receive  visits  from  Christian  volunteers.  One 
reads  to  a  woman  who  cannot  see.  Programs  of  trips  to  other  countries 
have  been  given  for  the  ladies  in  the  Home  for  Aged  Women.  Sixteen 
shut-ins  receive  letters  and  cards  from  another  volunteer. 

In  the  spring,  camps  Andover  and  Waldron  benefited  from  the  work 
of  volunteers.  Approximately  344  man  hours  were  contributed  to  this  work. 
The  picture  shows  volunteers  replacing  a  sill  for  one  of  the  cabins.  Others 
stained  cabins  and  assisted  in  preparing  for  the  opening  of  camp  by  putting 
out  the  waterfronts  and  painting  canoes  and  boats. 

Other  work  groups  contributed  much  time  to  the  improvement  of  our 
cabin  in  the  Blue  Hill  Reservation.  Continued  on  page  14

CAMPS  ANDOVER  and  WALDRON 

"See  you  next  year"  is  a  familiar  farewell 
heard  by  the  staff  members  of  Andover  and 
Waldron  as  each  camp  period  conies  to  an  end. 
More  than  anything  else,  this  tells  the  counsel- 
ors that  the  campers  had  a  wonderful  camping 
experience.  It  is  so  difficult  to  evaluate  the 
growth  and  gains  made  by  the  campers. 
Physical  growth  can  be  measured  in  inches 
and  pounds  —  maturity  is  sometimes  noted 
in  improved  human  relationships,  undertaking 
more  responsibility,  showing  leadership  po- 
tentials —  but  who  can  tell  about  the  in- 
tangibles —  the  spiritual  growth? 

Statistics  can  tell  a  part  of  the  camp 
story.  Three  hundred  thirty-two  campers 
for  a  total  of  948  camper  weeks  spent  from  2 
to  8  weeks  enjoying  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
camp  spots  in  New  England.  One  hundred 
ninety-eight  campers  came  from  85  Congrega- 
tional Churches  in  New  England.  The  re- 
maining 124  represented  14  denominations. 
Of  the  54  staff  members  employed  last  summer 
in  both  camps,  44  came  from  Congregational 
Churches.  Truly,  Andover  and  Waldron  are 
Congregational  camps  serving  the  Congrega- 
tional Churches  of  Massachusetts  in  particular 
and  extending  into  other  states. 

The  Society  assisted  137  children  from 
the  inner-city  of  Boston  to  go  to  camp  at  a 
cost  of  $5,400.  Families,  the  local  church, 
and/or  other  agencies  provided  the  balance 
of  the  money. 

Much  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
camp  properties  due  to  the  week  ends  given 
by    volunteers    and    the    summer    caretaker. 


Much  brush  was  removed  by  counselors  to 
improve  the  appearance  of  our  properties  in 
certain  areas.  Waldron  counselors  and  camp- 
ers did  an  excellent  job  in  building  a  new 
bridge.  More  work  is  being  planned  for  next 
spring  by  volunteer  groups  so  that  by  next 
fall,  the  overall  physical  condition  of  camps 
will  be  the  best  it  has  been  for  several  years.

MEADOWCREST 

"I'm  going  to  Meadowcrest  again  this 
summer",  was  said  by  31  of  the  35  campers 
who  enjoyed  a  nine-day  vacation  in  the 
country.  Meadowcrest  is  the  program  the 
Society  sponsors  for  older  women  at  the 
Farrington  Memorial  Inc.,  in  Lincoln.  These 
women  range  in  age  from  63  to  95  years  of  age. 
Some  live  alone  in  a  single  room,  while  others 
come  from  boarding  homes,  or  homes  for  aged 
people.  To  be  able  to  walk  in  the  fields  to 
pick  flowers  or  berries,  to  watch  the  sunsets, 
to  listen  to  the  bird  songs  is  a  dramatic  change 
from  city  life. 

Daily  devotions  "made  the  day  so  much 
brighter"  stated  one  camper  expressing  the 
feeling  of  all.  Contrary  to  what  the  director 
had  been  led  to  expect  the  women  enjoyed 
singing.  The  meditations  helped  set  the  tone 
for  each  day.  One  of  their  hymn  sings  and  a 
devotional  service  was  put  on  tape  for  future 
use.

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The  auto  rides  to  spots  of  interest  and 
beauty  are  the  highlights  for  so  many  who  do 
not  travel  very  often  during  the  remaining 
weeks  of  the  year.  Their  favorite  trip  is  to 
the  Cathedral  of  the  Pines. 

The  program  includes  crafts,  reading, 
games,  watching  TV  or  sharing  in  a  special 
Rosemary  event.  Ample  time  is  allowed  to 
do  what  one  chooses.  One  afternoon  and 
evening  was  spent  by  the  Armenian  women 
preparing  and  serving  some  of  their  native 
dishes  which  were  so  good. 

Meadowcrest  can  serve  more  women  than 
it  did  last  summer.  Illness  and  death  pre- 
vented some  from  going  who  had  made  appli- 
cation. New  prospects  are  needed.  Frequently 
older  people  are  reluctant  to  try  something 
new  and  strange.  We  must  find  ways  to  in- 
terest others  in  this  Meadowcrest  program.

Each  year  the  story  of  Rosemary  is  a  new 
one.  Each  year  finds  mothers  coming  to  the 
beautiful  Farrington  Memorial  Inc.  property 
for  the  first  time,  and  others  who  have  lived 
throughout  the  months  in  anticipation  of 
experiencing  again  the  renewal  and  inspiration 
which  they  sorely  need.  So  many  of  the 
children  need  the  good  food,  fresh  air  and 
Christian   teachings   offered    in   this   program.

coming  in  groups  for  a  two-week  period.  They 
enjoyed  the  rest,  spiritual  help,  fellowship 
and  evening  activities  as  well  as  a  memorable 
day-long  trip  to  the  Cathedral  of  the  Pines. 

Eight  counselors  who  loved  little  children 
were  chosen  to  care  for  them  so  that  the 
mothers  might  be  free  of  this  demanding 
responsibility.  The  entire  staff,  from  director 
to  cook  and  caretaker,  worked  together  for  the 
success  of  the  program. 

Many  mothers  have  written  of  their  deep 
appreciation  of  the  benefits  they  derived  from 
their  stay  at  Rosemary.  One  mother  wrote: 
"I  needed  badly  what  it  (Rosemary)  has  to 
give  —  I  don't  mean  the  meals  and  baby- 
sitting ...  I  needed  a  chance  to  just  stop 
and  ask  myself  what  was  I  doing  as  a  person 
and  where  was  I  going.  I  came  home  with  a 
deep  feeling  of  inner  calm,  something  I'd  lost 
for  a  long  time.  .  .  .  The  big  thing  and  what  I 
wanted  to  tell  you  about  is  that  at  last  I've 
found  Him!  Of  course  I've  always  known  He 
was  there  but  somehow  'there'  seemed  so  far 
away.  I've  come  to  the  realization  He  is  here 
—  with  me.  It's  such  a  simple  discovery  I 
wonder  that  it  took  so  long.  It's  made  all  the 
difference  really  —  about  everything  I  do  or 
think  or  say." 

Since  1888  Rosemary  has  tried  to  help 
mothers  get  away  from  the  heavy  responsibil- 
ities of  daily  problems  and  find  a  source  of 
Power  and  Love  which  will  enable  them  to 
triumph  over  all  difficulties.

Another  significant  service  started  this  fall  by  volunteers  was  the 
teaching  of  released-time  religious  education  classes.  There  are  boys  and 
girls  who  do  not  have  this  opportunity  to  further  their  knowledge  and  to 
grow  in  faith  because  there  are  no  teachers  for  them. 

Volunteers  have  continued  to  be  concerned  about  men  in  Walpole 
State  Prison  and  men  and  women  in  Boston  State  Hospital.  Relatives 
have  been  enabled  to  visit  at  Walpole  through  volunteer  drivers.  Men 
are  visited  by  other  men.  An  advanced  class  in  music  is  taught  by  a 
graduate  student  for  interested  and  capable  inmates.  Programs  by 
musicians,  magicians,  scientists,  have  been  entertaining,  instructive,  and 
inspiring.  Groups  visited  in  wards  at  Boston  State  Hospital  and  with  the 
patients  participated  in  a  variety  of  activities  including  simple  worship 
services. 

There  are  many  opportunities,  yet  untouched,  for  dedicated  men  and 
women  from  churches  in  the  Boston  area  to  witness  for  the  church  to  less 
fortunate  folk.  Enlarging  our  corps  of  volunteers  will  aid  present  programs 
of  the  Society  and  also  carry  the  work  of  the  church  into  new  areas. 


BEQUESTS 

The  work  of  the  Society  in  Boston  has  been  strengthened  year  after 
year  by  bequests  of  those  who  have  known  of  the  important  services  it  has 
been  performing  for  142  years. 

The  faith  and  sacrifice  of  those  no  longer  with  us  lives  on  through  the 
resources  they  have  provided  for  posterity.

As  we  plan  to  meet  our  needs,  we  must  first  estimate  our  program  for 
1958-59  and  approximate  the  income  we  shall  receive  from  the  three 
sources  upon  which  the  City  Missionary  Society  must  depend:  invested 
funds,  camp  tuitions,  and  contributions.

Total  estimated  contributions  needed  to  balance  budget $31,720.00 

Out  of  a  total  of  109  churches  which  contributed  to  the  City  Mission- 
ary Society  last  year,  20  met  or  exceeded  their  "Fair  Share"  suggested  plan 
of  giving.  I'he  total  amount  received  from  churches  during  the  fiscal  year 
was  $23,754.35.  This  includes  a  special  contribution  of  $5000  from  the 
Hancock  Church,  of  Lexington,  for  the  Department  of  Voluntarism.  If 
all  of  the  116  churches  would  meet  their  "Fair  Share"  suggested  plan  of 
giving  to  the  City  Missionary  Society,  our  income  from  churches  would  be 
$43,000.    This  would  be  of  great  help  to  us  as  we  try  to  balance  our  budget. 

We  have  been  able  to  decrease  our  cash  outlays  for  food  and  clothing, 
due  to  increased  donations  of  these  items  by  church  groups.  The  number 
of  sweaters,  mittens,  dresses,  layettes,  and  the  like  that  we  have  received 
from  sewing  groups  and  Friendly  Service  organizations  has  increased  con- 
siderably. We  have  also  had  a  good  response  from  church  schools  and 
young  people's  groups  on  canned  goods  collected  at  Thanksgiving  time. 
This  enables  the  missionaries  to  meet  the  needs  of  many  families.  Our 
supply,  however,  will  last  only  until  early  spring;  we  need  to  develop  this 
source  of  giving  to  the  point  where  we  have  enough  to  take  care  of  our 
needs  from  Thanksgiving  to  Thanksgiving.  The  response  in  financial 
contributions  to  our  Thank.sgiving  and  Christmas  appeal  has  also  been 
most  gratifying. 

One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  to  develop  further  our  camping  program 
at  Waldron,  Andover  and  Rosemary.  On  Lake  Winnisquam,  in  Meredith, 
New  Hampshire,  we  have  two  of  the  finest  camps  in  New  England,  Andover 
for  girls  and  AValdron  for  boys.  Our  program  is  a  well-rounded  one,  with 
special  emphasis  on  Christian  living.  We  have  been  running  this  program 
at  a  considerable  deficit,  however,  owing  in  part  to  the  large  number  of 
"camperships"  we  give  to  city  boys  and  girls  to  make  it  possible  for  them, 
too,  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  camping  vacation.  A  large  increase  in 
registrations  from  the  young  people  of  our  Congregational  Churches  would 
both  substantially  decrease  the  deficit  and  allow  us  to  operate  at  full 
capacity. 

Mr.  Arthur  Ferguson,  our  Director  of  Public  Relations,  is  helping  us 
to  meet  our  needs  through  the  work  that  he  is  doing;  he  has  made  new 
contacts  in  various  banks  in  Boston,  bringing  to  the  attention  of  many 
"trusts"  the  work  that  your  City  Missionary  Society  is  doing  to  help  many 
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needy  families.     The  response  from  these  contacts  is  beginning  to  bring 
us  gratifying  results. 

Mr.  Ferguson  is  also  contacting  individuals  and  church  organizations 
in  regard  to  our  needs.  His  interest  in  our  camping  program  is  most  help- 
ful. The  work  that  he  will  be  doing  the  first  six  months  of  1959  will  be 
devoted  in  part  to  recruiting  boys  and  girls  to  attend  our  camps.  We  look 
forward  with  confidence  that  our  publicity  program  will  be  successful  in 
increasing  our  financial  income  during  the  current  year  and  in  years 
to  come.
